ORDER FOR NOTI CE AND HEARI NG

On August 28, 1998, Acne Tel ephone Conpany, Inc. ("Acne" or
"Applicant") conpleted an application for certificates of public
conveni ence and necessity ("certificate") to the State
Cor poration Comm ssion ("Comm ssion") to provide | ocal exchange
and i nterexchange tel ecommuni cations services throughout the
Commonweal th of Virginia. The Applicant al so requested
authority to price its interexchange services on a conpetitive
basis pursuant to 8 56-481.1 of the Code of Virginia.

NOW UPON CONSI DERATI ON of the application, the Conmm ssion
is of the opinion and finds that Acnme's application should be
docketed; that the Applicant should give notice to the public of
its application; that the Comm ssion Staff should conduct an
i nvestigation into the reasonabl eness of the application and

present its findings in a Staff report; and that a public

heari ng shoul d be convened to receive evidence relevant to
Acne's application for a certificate to provide | ocal exchange
service, and if substantive objections are received, evidence
shal |l be received at the public hearing with regard to Acne's
application for a certificate to provide interexchange service.
Accordingly, IT 1S ORDERED THAT:
(1) This case is docketed and assigned Case No. PUC980127.
(2) A public hearing for the purpose of receiving evidence
relevant to Acne's application for a certificate to provide
| ocal exchange services is scheduled for Novenber 24, 1998, at
10: 00 a.m, in the Comm ssion's second floor courtroom| ocated
in the Tyler Building, 1300 East Main Street, R chnond,
Virginia. |f substantive objections to Acne's application for a
certificate to provide interexchange services are received on or
bef ore Cctober 23, 1998, the Conm ssion will al so hear evidence
on this issue at the Novenber 24, 1998 public hearing. |If no
such substantive objections are received on or before
Cct ober 23, 1998, the Comm ssion may grant Acne's requested
certificate to provide interexchange services w thout conducting
a hearing.
(3) On or before Cctober 9, 1998, the Applicant shal

(4) On or before October 9, 1998, Applicant shall give
notice of its application to each |ocal exchange tel ephone
carrier certificated in Virginia and each interexchange carrier
certificated in Virginia by personal delivery or first-class
mai |, postage prepaid, to the customary place of business or
resi dence of the person served. Lists of all current |ocal
exchange and i nterexchange carriers in Virginia are attached to
this Order as Appendices A and B, respectively.

(5) On or before Cctober 16, 1998, the Applicant shal
prefile with the Conm ssion an original and fifteen (15) copies
of any additional direct testinony it intends to present at the
public hearing. Copies shall also be served on any person who
files a Notice of Protest.

(6) On or before October 23, 1998, any person desiring to
participate as a Protestant as defined in Rule 4:6 of the

(1i) a full and clear statenent of the facts which the
Protestant is prepared to prove by conpetent evidence; and
(1i1) a statement of the specific relief sought and the | egal
basis therefor. Any corporate entity that w shes to submt
evi dence, cross-exan ne wtnesses, or otherwi se participate as a
Protestant nmust be represented by |egal counsel in accordance
with the requirenments of Rule 4:8 of the Comm ssion's Rules.

(11) On or before Cctober 27, 1998, each Protestant shal
file wwth the Cerk of the Conm ssion an original and fifteen
(15) copies of the prepared testinony and exhibits the
Protestant intends to present at the hearing, and shall on the
sane day, nmail a copy of the sane to Applicant's counsel,

(12) The Comm ssion Staff shall anal yze the reasonabl eness
of Acne's application and present its findings in a Staff Report
to be filed on or before Novenber 9, 1998.

(13) On or before Novenber 9, 1998, if necessary, the
Commi ssion Staff may file with the Cerk of the Comm ssion an
original and fifteen (15) copies of any prepared testinony and
exhibits it intends to present at the public hearing. A copy of
the Staff's direct testinony shall be nmailed to counsel for the
Applicant and to each Protestant.

(14) On or before Novenber 16, 1998, the Applicant shal
file wwth the Cerk of the Conm ssion an original and fifteen
(15) copies of any testinony it expects to introduce in rebuttal
to any direct prefiled testinony of Staff and Protestants. A
copy of the rebuttal testinony shall be nailed to Staff and each
Protestant by overnight delivery.

(15) At the commencenent of the hearing schedul ed herein,
Acnme shall provide to the Conm ssion proof to the notice and
service required by Ordering Paragraphs (3) and (4) herein.

(16) The Applicant shall respond to witten
interrogatories or data requests within seven (7) days after the
recei pt of the same. Protestants shall provide to the

Applicant, other Protestants and Staff any workpapers or



docunents used in preparation of their prefiled testinony,
pronmptly upon request. Except as so nodified, discovery shall

be in accordance with Part VI of the Rules.
